The exhaustive tests at 
Wright Field prior to acceptance of a 
new type, and the test equipment in it- 
self, are safe ds which are serving 
well, not only the Air Corps but also 
the Navy, the Civil Aeronautics Author- 
ity, the manufacturers of both mil- 
itary and nonmilitary airplanes.

IMPROVEMENTS IN WRIGHT FIELD MOTION PICTURE BRANCH 
By the Materiel Division Corréspondent 


New sound recording equipment novw be- 
ing installed in ting Motion Picture 
Branch of the Materiel Division at 
Wright Field is comparable to that used 
in the motion picture studios on the 
West Coast. This Branch heretofore was 
somewhat handicapped by the limitations 
of available e ent. ‘hen the new 
ot a is put into use, the ity 
of the technical, historical and educa- 
tional films produced for the Air Corps 
will be on a par with commercial news 
reels and short subjects, and corres- 
pondingly more effective. 

The imoroved sound film recor and 
re-recording machine consists of three 
filn a: ae s and one sound projec- 
tor with the four units interlocked el- 
ectrically with constant speed motors. 
The film phonographs provide a means of 
reproducing a sound film track through 
a loud speaker and at the same time 
transferring this sound to a sound re- 
cord machine. A mixer permits mixing 
the various sounds in combination 
of volume desired. This method is more 
economical than the old system, which 

sometimes necessitated many "trial" 
mixes. 

Thus four different sources of sound 
can be edited as desired onto a single 
sound track. For example, a film re- 
quiring motor noise, voice, machine 
gunning and her poe Nap the same scene, 
can be produced with complete control 
so that the voice remains audible and 
the firing does not drown out the en- 
gine noise. 

Until now, reproduction of the four 
noises just mentioned could be accom- 


plished’ only with difficulty, if at all.

The four re- 
cords were then or on four turn- 
tables (similar to Victrolas) and 
ed into a single microphone to combine 
them into one sound track. aye ose 
control of the volume of each of the 
four sounds was extreinely difficult, 
and placement of the separate sounds 
according to the scenario was tedious 
even ‘vith two sounds, and virtually in- 
possible with a rk number. The new 
equipment can readily combine four 
sounds in any proportion, and,should 
such a requirement arise, superimpose 
three new sounds on the first four, and 
three more on the first seven, etc. 

The iiotion Picture Branch also an~- -. 
nounced that three sound film projec- 
tors will soon be sent 6ut for service 
testing. These are modern versions of 
the old lantern slide jector. Sound 
is added by incorporating a phonograph

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attachment which supplies the descrip- 
tion or instructions with a simple me- 
thod of synchronizing the sound with 
the filn. 

Reports from the service test ill de- 
termine whether this BR ptordas is suit-i 
able for a new form instruction and 
education. 

Slides, with all their attending awk- 
wardness, are completely eliminated. 
Thirty-five millimeter strip-film is 
used. A lever shifts scenes as desired 
The first scene is easily framed in the 
projector. wih, pl sequence is auto- 
matic and "upside-down" mistakes impos- 
sible after the first scene has been 
shorn correctly. 

Should it be desired, the film can be 
shorn without sound and the lecturer's 
description substituted, or additional 
explanation can follow the recording 
description.

The slide projectors are readily port- 
able and can be plugged into any = 
socket. One advantage over motion pic- 
ture equipment is that an inexperienced 
operator can e it. 

Accordingly, they can be used where 
no motion picture equipment is svail- 
able. The sound recording can be made 
by. an expert who has specialized in the 
subject, so that an ideal medium of 
dissemination of latest developments 
may result. If service tests substan- 
tiate this belief, the projectors will 
be useful in widespread distribution of 
technical improvements within the Air 
Corps, in certain phases of public re- 
lations, and as an effective means of 
study by enlisted men.

QGHANGES IN PATENT OFFICE PROCEDURE 
By Congressional Act, changes of in- 


terest to Air Corps engineer person- 
nel at Wright Field and througneut the 
Army have been made in the Patent Laws 


for purposes of reducing certain of the 
statutory periods within which patent 
protection may be obtained and of pre- 
venting dilatory practices in the prose- 
cution of patent applications before 
the United States Patent Office. 

Heretofore, public use, or sale, or a 
printed publication of an invention 
more than two years prior to the filing 
of an application for patent constitut- 
ed a bar to the obtainment of patent 


rotection. According to the present 
lav, after August 5, 1940, the period 
is one year. 


Certain dilatory practices are curbed 
or stopped by the followin Ss: 

. The statutory period for answering 

an Examiner's action may be changed by 


the Commissioner of Patents in ticu- 
lar cases from six months to any short- 
er period not less than thirty ; 

2. Renewals as such are abolished. 


However, the Commissioner of Patents 
may in his discretion receive the final 
fee if d within one year after the 
six-month period for nt has passed. 

3. Claims may not be copied from an 
issued patent for interference purposes 
after one year from date of issue, ef- 
fective August 5, 1940. 

4. A Board of Interference Examiners 
is set up to determine the question of 
priority of invention, and its decision 
are not reviewable by the Board of 


Appeals.
